Dilemmas 



In a perfectly courteous and 
kindly letter, “Eat TQ6 Live”, who 
wrote this page -once before proteata 

to tise because 1 I combined the 

healthful carrot, with sugar and 
aplce. the other day, In a receipt for 
Carrot marmalade In “The Cook** 
Corner." In a perfectly courteous 
and klndiy telephono message, a 
friend upbraided me for giving pub- 
licity to the anaemia remedy pre- 
scribed by many doctors — calf’s 
liver. 

“Why didn’t you advise sheep’s 
liver?” said she. “The liver of the 
calf U full of germs. The sheep 
gets rid of the germs In some way, 
and doesn’t keep them stored in |ts 
liver.'* 

There you are, you see. There 
never was a time when people 
though! so keenly about food. Not 
because they are eating more, or 
because they are Indulging In 
richer . dishes. It's because they are 
eating less and simplifying menus 
marvelously. 

In the main my correspondent 
“Eat To Live’’ Is right. Many^good 
end wholesome foods are ruined by 
being saturated with syrup. On the 
other hand, peoples’ tastes have 
been trained (vltjated if you like) 
to demand certain things and the 
change to saner ways will have to 
come about by education and gradu- 
ally. For Instance, raw carrots are 
good — 1 cat one. grated, every day, 
because a doctor Asked me so nicely 
to do eo— “You will eat a raw car- 
rot even- day, won’t you?” he said 
— just like that. It was Irresistible. 
Then someone always ^remembers to 
grate it for me. If I had to grate 
it myself, even the irresistible doctor 
might be forgotten! Suppose, how- 
ever, I am lunching or dining away 
from home — I don’t get grated raw 
carrot, I am given a delectable com- 
bination of grapefruit, orange, nuts 
and a cherry, we’ll say; or pine- 
apple, cheese and celery with an 
olive — delicious, of course, but “Eat 
To Live’’ declares there Is a battle 
when fruit and vegetables are 
mixed. 

L nfortunately, most of our stu- 
dies of diet are hampered by the 
rendition? of our life. There are 
:!mes when we are so overworked, 
10 worried, so nervously excited or 
lepreseed that we couldn't Assimil- 
ate a digestive tablet; while at 
other times we are so healthily, 
whole! >mely hungry, so serene in 
mind, so calm as to our nervous Ap- 
paratus. that shingle-nails would

Isabella Valsncey Crawford,' who came 
from Ireland la the fifties, and died in 
Toronto, when only thirty-six, was a 
gifted poet to whom recognition came 
too late.

can get and to avoid eating ‘when 
overtired, especially when nervous- 
ly tired. 

Diet 1* ohe of- the chief features In 
all medical work ^o-Uay. Evfn sur- 
geons are deyotlng their attention to 
it, and when that eminent surgeon. 
Sir Arbuthnot Land, who attends 
His Majesty the King, took over 
“The Practitioner,’’ ono of the great 
medical journals ojt the world, he 
devoted the entire Issue, when he 
first took the editorship, to the ques- 
tion of diet. So wo may apply our- 
selves, with benefit, to that question, 
too. We can make a beginning by 
cutting down on consumption of su- 
gar. Canadians are notorious sin- 
ners In the matter of Bugar-eatlng, 
and the results show in many ways. 
We can practically ellmlnato pas- 
try from the home table, though 
It will be next to Impossible to say 
we shall never more touch it — the 
laws of politeness occasionally make 
short work of the laws of health. 
We can also substitute water, hot 
or cold, for tea and coffee — alcohol 
may V have slain ltd thousands, but 
tea and cofifee ( slay their ten thous- 
ands. 

Mind you, dear “Eat to Live,” 
and others like you, a revised diet- 
ary la going to fall more hurdly on 
the over-worked housewife than on 
anyone else. She Is the one who 
will have to convince her family 
that ragout of walnut, shall we say, 
is as good or better than a roast of 
beef, and she will have to Invent 
new recipes. Ttrls will nil take 
time. Till the change comets, till 
the popular appetite lias learnt 
the new dishes,’ we shall have to go 
on cooking the accustomed foods In 
tho nicest, simplest ways, and tak- 
ing care to notice the ro. » ttoi>h of

1*?— (CP)— The 
first steps to collect arrears In 

from a large, number bf the Cana- 
dian distilleries Investigate^ have been 
taken by the Minister of National 
Revenue. Writs against 
lerles are now , In the Justice Depart- 
ment and, It Is anticipated, llttte?tlmc 
will be lost In serving them, 
number of cases the tax orrears have 
already been collected. It la under- 
stood, but there arc others In which 
court action may be necessary. It has 
been a matter of contention whether 
sales tax was properly collectable 
sales of liquor which eventually' found 
a market In the United states. It 
has been contended by the distilleries 
and breweries that these sales 
made outside of. Canada and, as i 
were not subject to the Imposltlc 
the Dominion salis tax. 

The Minister of National Revenue 
has placed before the Department of 
Justice the question as to what action 
should be taken to collect on bonds 
for liquor shipments In' connection 
w,lth which false landing certificates 
were presented. 

Counsel for the Royal Custcms Com- 
mission recommended action to col- 
lect on these bonds. The bonding 
companies, however, take the ground 
that thp release of the bond by the 
Customs Department absolves them of 
any responsibility. Even though th% 
liquor msf not have gone to lta port 
of -destination a« declared In the clear- 
ance- papers. acceptance- by the- de- 
partment of the - lauding certificate* 
presented give* -them, a dean sheet, 
they claim. 

The Minister of National Revenue 
ha* already taken stepa toward the In- 
stitution of the Dominion Board of 
Appraisers wHlfch was re-oromended by 
the Parliamentary Customs Committee. 
In fact. It la understood that selcc- 
slon has been made of some of those 
who will occupy positions on thla Im- 
portant body. The Importance of ap- 
praisal work In the collection of cus- 
toms revenue has been stressed re- 
peatedly In the sittings of tho Cus- 
toms Commission.

. Paris, 8ept.' 10.— (AP)— The answer 
of the United States to the French 
tariff note of yesterday Is awaited 
with some concern In the three min- 
istries which share In the responsibility, 
the Foreign Office, the Ministry of 
Commerce ana. in a less degree, the 
Treasury. They hope the reply will 
be of such a nature as to permit fur- 
ther negotiations.
